Louis, Nov. 24.—William A. 


Morgan, former manager of Standard 
Oil company at Sedalia, Mo., testified 
at the oil inquiry here that the 
Standard Oil company issued orders 
to its agents-to undersell competitors 
at all hazards. He asserted that upon 
one occasion he was supplied with 
false gauges to be used in the attempt 
to "drive the enemy from the field." 
Morgan's testimony created a sensa- 
tion, and the Standard Oil attorneys 
offered frequent and vigorous objec- 
tions. Morgan "testified that he went 
into the employ of the Standard Oil 
company Jan. 15, 1898, as a salesman. 
Soon after he was made a resident 
manager of the company, with head- 
quarters at Sedalia. 
"When I took 


charge of the Sedalia office," said the 
•witness, "the Standard Oil company 
controlled 50 or 60 per cc^t of the 
business in that territory. Inside of 
a short period I had taken the busi- 
ness from competitors. I was told to 
go into the field of our enemy and 
destroy our competitors: I was or- 
dered to sell all goods possible—to 
cut prices wherever necessary." Mor-

have declared that Mary Kellen,

believe sho is ia a trance, and, al- 
though she was pronounced dead at 4 
o'clock yesterday afternoon, her par- 
nts have not had the body embalmed 
and friends are gathered around the 
bed where the still form of the girl 
lies, watching for signs of returning 
life. 


The girl went home from work Wed- 


nesday evening and complained that 
she did not feel well. She went to bed 
and did not arise in the morning, al- 
though she said she felt better. About 
4 o'clock she lapsed into1 unconscious- 
ness and never rallied. Her eyes re- 
mained open, but she did not speak 
and did not sem to breathe, while her 
body steadily grew rigid. Physicians 
who have examined her say she 
is 


dead, but there are no indfcations that 
she died either of apoplexy or heart 
disease. No medicine was administer- 
ed to her during her short illness, and 
her parents said she did not 
take 


poison, as there was some one at her 
bedside all the time.

SAID TO HAVE CONFESSED 


I ABOUT PEOPLE 


Thirty-five Thousand Dollars In Gold 


Stolen From the Office Since Last 
March—Twelve Thousand In Cur- 
rency'(Found on the Person of the 
Suspect—Official's Statement. 


Seattle. Wash., Nov. 2-J —Accused 


of the theft of $33,000 In gold dust, 
George Adams, cashier of the Unite,! 
States assay office hcno, was placed 
under arrest by secret service offl- 
ials. 
Twelve thousand dollarswere found 


on Adams' person b> Secret Service 
Agent Connell, who has been at work 
on the case for several weeks. Mr. 
lonnell claims that Adams has made 
practically complete confession that 
le has abstracted more than $30,000 
;rom miners' pokes since June last 
and substituted sand to maintain the 
weight. Adams 
was taken 
before 


United States 
Commissioner Keifer 


and held in $30,000 bonds to appear 
lor preliminary examination. Adams 
made no statement other than to de- 
mur as to the amount alleged to have 
jeen taken. 


Secret Service Agent Connell, on 


the witness stand, testified that from 
;he result of his investigation and ex- 
amination of Adams' account he had 
reason to believe that the shortage 
would exceed $35,000. 


A secret service official said: "The 


Seattle assay office is used by the 
Klondike miners. 
Usually there is a 


loss of one-fourth of 1 per cent, the 
impurities in tfce assay of gold ore, 
seldom varying from that, but during 
the last few months the impurities at 
the Seattle 'office bad run to three- 
fourths of 1 per cent and even higher. 
This led to suspicion. Then ore from 
the same vein was sent to both San 
Francisco and Seattle, with the result 
that the former assay was normal and 
the latter far from it. When Agent 
Connell reached Seattle he found that 
Adams had access to the vault where 
the dust was' deposited. Connell pro- 
vided tests with 2,000 ounces of gold 
dust. He had it assayed and weighed 
and placed in the vault within reach 
of Adams. When Adams was arrest- 
ed a pair of gold scales and a supply 
of ,bacl^ sand was found in the vault. 
The "gold dust is deposited in cans 
with the names tagged onto each. 
Adams took put.three ounces from 
each of the can^and then put back 
three ounces'of Islack sand." 


CanaJ Appropriation. 


Washington, Nov. 2fe—It was stated 


at the war department that while con- 
gress would be asked to appropriate 
a total of S1G,000,000 to meet the 
needs of the Panama canal Tvork to 
June 30 next, it is not expected that 
congress will appropriate it in a lump 
sum." What is expected by the canal 
officials is that c?aiSress wiU pass a 
bill making available a portion of this 
amount to meet the immediate wants 
of the commission, because, it was ex- 
plained, congress would probably in- 
vestigate to learn how the money thus 
far expended has been nssd before 
appropriating the full ?16,000,000. 


Exceeded Contract Speed. 


• Boston, Nov. 24. — The battleship 
Virginia completed her official speed 
tests in a four-hour race run down the 
coast, during which she slightly ex- 
ceeded her contract speed of 19 knots 
an hour by maintaining an average 
revolution of her propellers of 129.5 a 
minute. Her speed as announced by 
the trial board -was 19.01 knots an 
hour. 


Japanese Bank Robbed. 


Los Angeles. Cal., Nov. 24.—Rob- 


bers broke into the local Japanese 
bank at 111 East Fifth street and took 
cash amounting to $15,000. The rob 
bers gained access to the bank, which 
is a branch of the Nachi Bei Cinko 
by opening the door of a bicycle sb'op 
in the adjoining building, cutting a 
hole through the back wall into the 
bank and thus reaching the rear of 
the safe. 
They had intended, it ap 


pears, to break into the safe by the 
use of dynamise, as tools and dyna 
mite caps were found by the police 
behind the safe. Evidently they feared 
the noise of an explosion so near to 
a busy corner and resorted to tie use 
of chisels. vn*n these a hole was cut 
through the bark of the safe, a. task 
that 
must have required 
several

Want to Know 


Bunts Up Royal Lineage and'Boasts of Being Direct 


Descendant of Noah-Mr. Claypool Has Some 


Notable Clients. 


Chicago, Nov. 24.—There is one man 


in Chicago who can "trace his ancestry 
back to Noak. 
He is Edward E. 


Claypool, a genealogist from Newark, 
Ohio, whose specialty is to discover 
coats of arms and royal ancestors for 


• those who have the price to pay. While 
in Newark a number of years ago Mr. 
Claypool conducted a music store in. 
West Main street. 


He sat yesterday 
surrounded 
by 


dusty books in his little suite in the 
Bush Temple. Upon the shelves were 
such volumes as "Tue History of Maid- 
en," "Burke's Landed 
Gentry" and 


"History of Deerfleld, Mass." Before 
him, 
on Ms desk, was' spread an an- 


cestral chart, in which the ancestry of 
one of Chicago's prominent 
society 


women was mapped out. His face was 
contracted in a frown. - 


"Carrying her ancestry back seven. 


generations," he mused, "she ought 
to have 254 ancestors. 
After 
the 


seventh generation back they spreaa 
out into a hopeless ocean. 
Now, in 


this case there are seven great-great- 
grandparents to be discovered and 
eleven great-great-greatgrandparents. 


The pedigree' man took 
from 
his 


hook-shelves two volumes of a geneaol- 
ogy of a Chicago family. 


"tt wag compiled by_ me," he said, 


proudly, as Be' tfiumbed 
the leaves. 


' "Would you believe, now, that these 
people have 10,000 relatives? Not all 
living, of course-, but with those that 
are couldn't they sit down to a great 
Thanksgiving dinner?" 


The pedigree man then told how he 


had interested' himself in his unique 
work. Before the world's fair he was 
employed as a piano salesman. -Being 
temporarily without a situation after 
the exposition he amused, hrmseif by 
looking up his own genalogy. 


"I traced it clear back to Noah," he 


said. 


Most of his clients are candidates 


for one of the patriotic societies, such 
as the sons and Daughters of the Re> 
-volution and the Mayflower Society. 
People in the west, he says, are at- 
taching more importance to their pedi- 
gree than formerly. 
The command- 


ment, "Honor thy father and thy 
mother' is being expanded into 'Honor 
thy great-great-grandfather 
and his 


wife/'' 


"More persons in Chicago." said the 


"pedigree man, "can trace their ances- 
try back to royalty than you imagine. 
And there are fewer skeletons in 
family closets than popularly is sup- 
posed. The worst case of skeletons I 
ever encountered was, in making out 
the ancestral chart of one of the mem- 
bers of the Daughters of the Revolu- 
tion. 


"I came across an ancestor of hers 


who cad been convicted 
of stealing 


corn. But the only mention of grain I 
made in writing his biography 
was 


that he sowed his wild ats n his 
youth and afterward became a person 
of exemplary habits. Ancestors, as a 
rule, are quite respectable. 


"Families of a New England anchor- 


age easily are traced back. 
The re- 


cords in the old New England towns 
were kept carefully. In the south re- 
cor-ds were not preserved, and a search 
for southern ancestors1 often, is per- 
plexing. At all events, the work takes 
you 
into 
old, dust-covered 
tomes, 


moldering graveyards and pile 
upon 


pile of forgotten records. 


"Some women com'e strutting into 


my office, rustling their silk gowns, 
and address me haughtily, "O I am a 
high and mighty person," one 
will 


'say. 'Royal blood at this moment is 
coursing tarouga my veins. I wish to 
have you look up my royal ancestry.' 
When a woman of this sort discovers 
that she is talking to a direct descend- 
ant of Ncah, she warms up a bit, and 
lets the frost thaw out of her. 


"'Most everybody's ancestors were re- 


spectable for the reason that 
when 


crime occurs, it runs in families. 
It 


is impossible even to make'ancestors 
to order for the ordinary person with 
a police record. 
These records, 
al- 


though carefully kept, often are 
con- 


fused through a variety of names." 


Among the pedigree man's recent 


clients is Mrs. Charles H. Deere, whose 
eligibility to membership in the So- 
ciety of Colonial Dames was establish- 
ed through the discovery 
of_ an^old^ 


"will'Tn. "Massachusetts. He has traced 
the ancestry of Mrs. Bryan Lathrop 
back through seven generations, every 
branch but one being complete. Mrs. 
Lathrop's great-great-great-great-great 
grandfather was a deacon, Nathan. Aid- 
is, who flourished 
in New England 


around 1650.

Depew's "Up-River 
Friend" 
Before

New York, Nov. 24. — Wiluam S. 


Manning of- Albany, referred to in let- 
ters addressed to John A. Nichols by 
Senator C. M. Depew at a previous 
session as the "ranlankerous friend 
up the river," was called to the 
stand at the insurance investigation. 
Manning detailed his work for the 
various companies for many years, 
and came gradually to tfoe time when 
he took up insurance work in Albany 
and, as he testified, VILS paid ?450 a 
year by John A. Nichols "to protect 
life insurance interests, always in the 
interests of the business but not in 
the interests of the officers." 


An interesting part of the testimony 


was reached when Mr. Hughes in- 
quired concerning the state insurance 
investigation of 1877. 
Manning said 


he acted as an expert there and found 
that the reports of the proceedings 
were "garbled and untrue." He testi- 
fied that he secured a corrected re- 
port of the proceedings from the offi- 
cial stenographer and had a volume 
printed, the alleged garbled parts be- 
ing printed in italics. This report j 
was sold to some insurance compa-1 
nies_fot-$50-a copy. The volume-wa*-| 
copyrighted, but 
Mr. Manning de- 


clined to admit that this copyright 
was secured to prevent the publica- 
tion of testimony contained in the 
work. He denied also that he had 
ever made arrangements with insur- 
ance companies to stop the publica- 
tion of his book. "I just gave it up," 
he said, when Mr. Hughes inquired.

Powers Determined to Secure the Ac- 


quiescence 'of the 
Sultan In the 


European Control of the Adminis- 
tration of Proposed Macedonian Re- 
forms—Porte May Yet Yield. 


London, Nov. 24. — The refusal of 


the Turkish government to accept 
European control of the revenues of 
the vilayets cf Macedonia, notwith- 
standing the ultimatum presented by 
the allied powers, is about to lead to 
the putting into operation 
of 
the 


threat of a naval demonstration with 
the view of compelling the acquies- 
cence of Turkey in the European con- 
trol of the administration of the pro- 
posed reforms in Macedonia.. 


The powers are said to have" agreed, 


as the first part of their procedure, 
on the seizure of the harbors and cus- 
tom houses of the island Mitylene, 
the island of Lemnos, in the northern 
part of the Aegean sea, and the island 
of Tenedos, on tha west coast of Asia 
Minor. 


The fact that the session of the 


council of ministers at which the pro- 
posals of the powers were rejected 
was a stormy one, and that all the 
ministers except the minister of war 
favored yielding to the ultimatum, 
leads to the belief that the sultan will 
yield at the first show of determina- 
tion on the part of the powers, after 
satisfying his people that he is yield- 
ing to superior forces. 


The obduracy of the sultan appar- 


ently is based on the belief that he 
had the passive support of the em- 
peror of Germany and upon the jeal- 
ousies supposed to exist among the 
powers interested. 
In 
diplomatic 


quarters it had been supposed to the 
very last the sultan would yield, and 
even now it is expected that he will 
do so before the international fleet 
takes active measures.

This will com- 
pel only the latter to petition for a 
place on the state ticket next year. 


The Prohibition vote decreased a 


trifle more than one-third, the Social- 
ist vote nearly one-half, the Socialist 
Labor about one-third. Last year the 
Prohibition vote was 19.253, the So- 
cialist 33,703 and the Socialist Labor 
2,534. The vote was unusually heavy 
for a gubernatorial election, being 
less than 40.000 below the presiden- 
tial vote of last year. Mr. Pattison 
almost fulfilled the desires of his 
campaign managers that he poll as 
large a vote as did W. J. Bryan, who 
had 474.822. 


Pattison carried 57 counties, with 


pluralities totaling 00,050; Governor 
Herrick 31 counties, with 24.009. Gov- 
ernor Herrick's largest plurality was 
in Montgomery county, 2,975. Mr. 
Pattison's largest plurality was in 
Cyuahoga county, 13,908. 


The total vote cast in the state was 


901,505 and the total vote for gover- 
nor was 936,545. leaving 24.900 voters 
who did not vote for governor at all. 
This 
rather high percentage was 


doubtless due to the large amount of 
scratching and unfamiliarity with the 
rules of vprlng.

England's Only Ordained 


Feminine Preacher. 


It was at least a seven days' won- 


der among British people when not 
long ago Rev. Gertrude von 1'etzold, 
the sole authorized woman clergyman 
in the United Kingdom, performed her 
first marriage service. 


Not many men have as carefully 


prepared themselves for the ministe- 
rial calling or are as devoutly conse- 
crated to it as is Miss von Peteold. 
Of German birth and bringing up, she 
is naturally thorough in her work. She 
is twenty-eight years old, the daughter 
of a German officer who was not rich.

She began her education in Stettin and 
passed her" examination for a teacher 
at the age of eighteen. Then she went 
to Scotland and attended St. Andrew's 
college two years. After that she went 
to Edinburgh university.

Miss von Petzold's father after leav- 
ing the German army went, with his 
family, to Leicester, England. In Lei- 
cester is a Unitarian congregation call- 
ed the Christian Free church. Of thi8 
Miss von Petzold became a member 
when very young, being first a Sunday 
school teacher, then Sunday school su- 
perintendent. 'As superintendent it was 
frequently her task to make-short ad- 
dresses. It was noticed that she was 
very earnest and eloquent in these 
talks, also that she was graceful and 
had a sweet, persuasive voice. At 
length when the regular pastor of the 
church became ill Miss von Petzold 
filled his place so impressively that she 
.was, advised -to study for the ministry. 
She did so, studying first at Oxford, 
England, then in the University of 
Berlin. 


A Russian Girl In America. 


Last year there came to America 


from the czar's country a young girl 
named Marie Ouspensky. In 1901 Ma- 
rie was attending a girls' high school 
in St. Petersburg. --For making a stu- 
dents' demonstration against the draft- 
ing into the army of some young men 
belonging to the university 1,000 boys 
anfl girls were arrested and thrown 
into prison, Marie Ouspensky among 
them. After two weeks they were re- 
leased, banished to the country dis- 
tricts of Russia and forbidden to set 
foot in any of the cities.

taught school in the villages. Then 
she came to America to study and to 
earn her living." She has worked in a 
button factory and a clothing establish- 
ment, has done literary work and final- 
ly served, as hired girl in an American 
farm kitchen. She will study medicine 
and practice among Russian peasants, 
making T>ropaganda for liberty at the 
same time.

PEOPLE'S CHORUSES. 


The Modern Suc-ce»*orn to (lie Old 


Time SliiKluK School. 


The old time singing school which 


used to meet in the little red school- 
house finds in the cities today an equal- 
ly successful, though perhaps more am- 
bitious, counterpart hi the great "peo- 
ple's choruses," numbering -100 or 500 
voices and sometimes more, which de- 
vote two or three hours of each Sunday 
afternoon to making the acquaintance 
of the best vocal music, modern and 
classical. 
Clerks, bookkeepers, shop- 


girls, laboring men and here and there 
a student from one of the conserva- 
tories devoted to higher education in 
music make up the classes. 


The first people's singing classes were 


Started in Xew York by Frank Dam- 
rosch, the well known conductor, but 
those which have aroused as great gen- 
eral interest as any, probably, began 
their work in Boston something moru 
than eight years ago. The purpose is 
to give men and women who are too 
busy during the week to spare time for 
self cultivation an opportunity on the 
day of rest from labor to find both 
benefit, and recreation in the best of 
the world's music of all times. 


The people's classes in Boston, which 


are led by Samuel W. Cole, director of. 
suiging in the public schools of Brook- 
line and teacher of singing in the New 
England Conservatory of Music, are 
open to any woman over sixteen or any 
man over eighteen. Nearly all the na- 
tionalities of a great American city are 
represented, and many members join 
from the inspiration to study music 
professionally, and eventually do so. 
Several have registered at different 
times as students at the New England 
Conservatory, and of these two are now 
singers in well known church choirs. 


Incidentally the people's classes pre- 


sent a specially favorable opportunity 
to students in the conservatory. Many 
of these become teachers, of course, 
and some of them in their later pro- 
fessional lives are called upon to lead 
just such classes of earnest amateurs 
as those Mr. Cole conducts. Invalua- 
ble lessons in adapting great music to 
the masses have been learned from the 
big popular classes in New York, Bos- 
ton and elsewhere. 


A Two Headed Turtle. 


A perfect two headed turtle is a very 


unusual animal, but there is one in 
captivity in Washington now that has 
excited considerable curiosity among 
the snake sharps of the National mu- 
seum. 


The turtle is a very little fellow and 


is now in the possession of a local bird 
fancier. It was captured over in Vir- 
ginia some time ago and brought to 
Washington by a hunter. It is about 
as big as a silver dollar and looks like 
an ordinary young laud turtle, except 
that there are two perfectly developed 
heads sticking out of its shell. Other- 
wise it seems to be perfectly normal. 
Just what its arrangements are inside 
no one knows, but it eats with both 
mouths and winks its four little bead- 
like eyes in "blocks of two," each head 
being indifferent to the other's per- 
formance in this regard. 


It has but one tail and the usual tur- 


tle complement of four legs. The own- 
er is making a determined effort to 
raise it—Washington Star. 


Military 1'ontaKC Stamps. 


The Italian government is issuing 


what might be described ns military 
picture stamps. Each regiment of the 
Italian army is provided with a special 
stpmp for the use of the soldiers be- 
longing to it 
The designs are, of 


course, all different and of the most 
varied nature. Thus on one appears 
the name of a colonel of the regiment; 
on another a design of rifles supporting 
the royal arms. The military district 
of Ivrea has a stamp on which is a 
view of the town of Ivrca; on that of 
Milan is a representation of a military 
council; on that of the Twenry-secou4 
regiment of cavalry are the arms of 
Catanas with the regimental motto. 
On the regimental stamp of the Sixth 
Bersaglieri are notes of the regimental 
bugle call and motto.—Chicago Journal.

It may be that his estimate is right,

The American 
people remember when he did try to 
talk soberly ou Chinese missionaries, 
Christian Science, iiupi'i-jjilism and oth- 
er topics, but even then they would 
not believe he was in earnest. 
There 


are few more imagin.itire or better de- 
scriptive writers thai: he. few who can 
grow more indignant at injustice, few 
who can more eiTccuvely puncture a 
sham. But the spoii1.:iicou<? fuu iu him 
must have vent. It 5s .so much a part 
of his. nature that it shows iu every- 
thing he says or does. In bis letters 
aud private conversation it is present 
as much as iu his books. It is even 
revealed iu his aption.;, for he has ever 
been a practical joker. lie himself 
says that he smokes all the time when 
awake, but has never learned to smoke 
in his sleep.

There is a tenderer side to his work, 


a quality of pathos, and this gentler 
vein shows forth in his home relations.

The father of the 
young man arrived from King's mines 
near Cambridge last night, and took 
charge ot the remains. 


It is now said that young Spaid fell 


between the coaches while walking 
through B. & 0. passenger train No. 
106 near 
the

cocnty line, 'u'he victim who was 24 
years old w»» on his way from New- 
ark to Cambridge. 


Spaid was a married man, leaving a 


widow, ""horn last May lie claimed as 
his bride. 
The victim was a barber 


by traae and had gone from his home 
in Cambridge to Newark, where he 
found employment at S. B. Forsythe's 
shop. When settled in his new posi- 
tion Spaid wrote his wife to .this ef- 
fect, but Wednesday Mrs. Spaid re- 
ceived another message telling her that 
he would be home Thursday morning. 


By the manner in which the body 


was found on the track it was plain 
that an eastbound train had done the 
work. 
A ticket such as conductors 


give- passengers paying their fares, was 
found in Spaid's hat. His body was 
crushed from knees to shoulders, and 
together with injuries on the head, 
recognition was impossible.
